It was only when he had be- 
come a consumptive and the insanity pecu- 
liar to consumption seized him and 
wrapped him in all its self-accusing tenta- 
cles that the qualms of his conscience be- 
came more than he could bear, and a desire 
to do his duty overcame him. 

I would say that at the time Maier 
made his confession he was practically 
without a conscience, for he was a phthis- 


ical melancholist, and such an invalid has 
a conscience too over-sensitive and too eas- 
ily susceptible of worry and too self-con 
victing to call it a conscience at all. 

Under these circumstances I am inclined 
to doubt the entire truth of Maier’s con- 
fession. He probably had some part In the 
murder of Reynolds, but in his present con- 
dition he is likely to color his role in the 
killing with more guilt than the _ truth 
would show, and, were he not immune from 
further trial by reason of his acquittal 
when he was tried as a suspect, it would be 
unfair to convict him now upon the evi- 
dence which he so readily furnishes against 
himself. 


BY DR. CHARLES H. HUGHES. 
DO not subscribe to the police theory 
that Maier’s motives were altogether 
evil. Men who deal constantly w.th 

crime are inclined to give a criminal inter- 
pretation to human conduct in pereons ar- 
raigned in connection with a crime when 
such an interpretation seems a possibility. 

In every walk of life men act from mixed 

motives, Remorseful promptings of con- 
scientious conviction come even to habitu- 
al criminals. Few men get so hardened by 
crime that they never feel the sting of re- 
morse. Novices in crime are quite likely 


to become remorseful after heinous deeds 
of blood. 

Maher not being a habitual criminal, and 
his name not hitherto appearing in connec- 
tion with crime, I should regard him as 
really convicted in hie conscience. 

Under the weakening influence of disease. 
the prospect of life being abbreviated and 
death being close at hand, the conscience 
often gains ascendency over even the crim- 
inal characters of men, because, in view of 
speedily approaching death, ordinary life 
motives of conduct cease to influence the 
individual.

OPINION BY DR. GEORGE L. KEARNEY 


A person may have a predisposition to in- 
sanity without giving any evidence of it. 
An insane environment. so to speak, might 
bring it out. On the other hand, we all 
know persons who are “peculiar,” but be- 
cause they are not exposed to contact with 
insane persons, go through life without ap- 
parent development of their eccentricities. 


“IT do not belleve that bellevers in witch- 
craft and kindred extremes were insane. 
Mistaken bel'ef is not insanity. Those 
people simply held the common beliefs of 
their time. But I would consider a believer 
in witchcraft at this dav to be insane. 

There is an anology between the “conta- 
giousness"’ of insanity and the contagious- 
tuberculosis. A predisposed per- 
son placed in an asyluyp would become in-

WALDERE KIRK, King of the 

J Dudes, is in mourning. Another man 

e has purloined his laurels and made 
him look like a 2-cent piece. 

This man is no less a person than Frank 
Elsinore Jones of Chicago. 

They met last week in Kansas City. 

As they entered the Coates House from 
different sides Jones played a bar from 
“The Bohemian Girl’ on the edge of one 
of his wonderful collars, and Kirk ac- 
companied him on his red velvet vest, 

It was a great day for Kansas City, but 
a paralyzer for Kirk.

Capt. Trevellyien'’s story is filled with ad. 
venture and strange His journey 
bas led him through Europe and the Fast, 
Australia, the Philippine Islands and ACTORS 
the American continent, When the reaches 
the Atlantic seaboard he willl have walked 
more than %.000 miles alnce Dec, 22, 1895, 
when he left Dublin.

than a battle. The American fleet, led by 
the Olympia, sailed leisurely down the bay 
toward the fleet and batteries. 
Admiral Dewey waited minutes after 
the Spanish batteries had opened before 
he gave the command to fire. Then he sim- 
ply salled back and forth In front of the 
poor Spanish fleet and batteries, pumping 
shot and shell into them with the apparent 
coolness of a man ehooting at a target. 
The British Consul and I were on top of 
the house, less than a mile away, and with 
our glasses we could see evérything that 
transpired. I shall never forget my aston- 
ishment and admiration when at intervals 
the American sailors would run upon deck, 
mop their faces, chaffing each other, ap- 
parently, and dive back to thelr work. Such 
cooiness and indifference I never saw be- 
fore. After about an hour’s fighting Dewey 
withdrew and gave his men breakfast. 
Then he returned and finished the fob. 

“After the battle it was my good fortune 
to carry dispatches between the British 
Consul and Admiral Dewey. I met Dewey 
world, If all survived and returned’ on 
time each was to receive his $50,000. If one 
or two died, or in any way failed to com- 
plete his trip, the survivor or survivors was 
to receive all the purse.

Grays when he left the army, July 7, 1896. 

One of Capt. Trevellylen’s Christian 
names he signed as Montague.

Musser will be 
defended by John F. France of Decatur; 
J. A. Hindman, of Hartford City and Will 
Kelly of Portland, The State will be 
represented by Prosecutor A. M. Waltz, cx-

corps of the best criminal lawyers in 
Northern Indiana. 

The defense will endeavor to prove that 
Musser was at Milwaukee at the time of 
the murder, and in the employ of a street 
car company. It will also attempt to prove 
that Musser had no acquaintance with 
Samuel Marshall, who was tried as an ac- 
complice in the murder and acquitted, and 
never saw him until they met {n jail. 

“Grandma” Stoltz was 75 years old. She 
had lived in Portland many years, It 
had long been known that by her economic 
habits and almost miserly manner of liv- 
ing she had accumulated a fortune. It 
was generally known that she had no con- 
fidence in banking institutions. On many 


occasions she carried $1000 in her market 
basket as she walked the streets. Grandma 
Stoltz was known and loved by everyone in 
Portland, and the thought that there were 
criminals so hardened as to attack and 
murder such a kind and defenseless old 
woman was never once entertained by the 
people of that quaint old town. 

Saturday afternoon, Feb. 12, 1898, the 
body of the wealthy old woman was found 
in her cottage, north of the heading fac- 
tory. Her hands and feet were bound, 
and in her mouth was stuffed a chair tidy 
and a bandana handkerchief. There was 
evidence of a feeble resistance on her part, 
and her throat showed where the hand of 
the assassin had clutched until life was 
extinct The premises were ransacked, 
valuable papers were scattered about the 
floor. and empty money sacks indicated 
that the murderers had been rewarded for 
their crime. 

News of the discovery of the murdered 
woman spread rapidly through the city, 
and the people were intensely excited. 

It was supposed that she had been mur- 
dered ‘and robbed on the previous Friday 
night, and the Coroner so rendered his ver- 
dict. However. her nearest neighbors stat- 
ed she had not been seen since Thursday 
afternoon of that week. A very few claim- 
ed to have seen her alive on Friday, in 
other parts of the city, but none had any 
business with her, but simply claimed to 
remember the incident of seeing her. 

A reward of $1000 was immediately of- 
fered for the arrest and conviction of the 
murderers and the officers set to work in- 
vestigating the mystery with reference to 
Friday night. 

The first clew to the crime came to the 
City Marshal in the way of a postal card 
printed in a scrawling hand. It was ad- 
dressed, ‘“‘City Marshal, Portland.”’ On the 
opposite side was written:

Anderson that he had just re- 
turned from Portland and while there had 
fearned that an old lady had been murdered 
and robbed of several thousand dollars. At 
the time he tol this the body of Mrs, Stoltz 
had not been discovered. 

Late that night Marshall married a Miss 
Glaisser, at Anderson. He deserted her the 
following Thursday and again turned up a: 
Terre Haute, where, Feb. he was ar- 
rested for drunkenness. The next day he 
paid his fine and wae6 released, disappeared. 
and this whereabout from that date until 
May 29, 1898, was unknown. 

On that day, by means of a circular letter 
containing his photo and description, he 
was arrested at Monmouth, Ill., on board a 
freight train. while en route to St. Louis. 
A singular coincidence was connected with 
his arrest. He applied at a residence for 
food and it happened to be that of -the 
Town Marshal. The officer was working in 
his garden at the time Marshall approach- 
ed. After Marshall had gone the officer 
consulted his circular and found that it 
described his visitor completely.

On the night of his arrivai there he at- 
temped suicide in jail by hanging himse)f, 
but was cut down by the officers and his 
life saved. 

Samuel Marshall was tried in the Ran- 
dolph Circuit Court as an accomplice to 
the murder last term. A strong case was 
made against him. The defense did not 
attempt to explain Marshall’s whereabouts 
on Thursday night nor the mysterious 
manner in which he came In possession of 
so much money. The State proved that on 
Saturday, the day before the discovery of 
the body, Marshall had talked about the 
murder to people in Anderson. The de- 
fense introduced evidence by witnesses 
from Portland who claimed to have seen 
Mrs, Stoltz alive on Friday. None, how-

OW many know that gold and silver and 
nickel, of which our coins are constructed

greatest value as a circulating medium—are not 
the moet costivy of metais? They stand, in fact, 
far below a score of others known In chemis- 
try and the aris and sclences, and which are pro- 
cured with the greatest difficulty and capense 
from their recesses tn the mineral world, Not 
only the pick and the shovel, but the intense 
heat of cruicibles or powerful acids are required 
to separate and purify them from the dross with 
which they are surrounded in their natural state, 
Tiere is a table of comparative values. While 
this list is approximately correct, It does not as- 
sume to be absolutely ‘accurate, for the reason 
that the values of the metals in the commercial 
world are constantly eubject to variations. The 
new found aluminum, for instance, which Is ex- 
tracted from clay by a wonderful process, and 
which promises to become of greatest value to 
mankind, has. been cheapened in the cost of pro- 
Auction during the past ten years from about § 
to about 60 cents per pound.

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RAILWAY SCHEMES 
IN THE HOLY LAND. 


N ORDER to appreciate the great importance 
of the railway schemes now being 
prosecuted in Asia Minor we must look to 

the distant future. The real objective of all 
these echemes is Bagdad and the Euphrates Val- 
ler. The main trunk line to the Persian Gulf will 
be the first stage of the future overland route to 
Gouthern Asia and India. In the opinion of com- 
petent experis the most suitable terminus for 
such a line would be Haifa, on the Syrian Coast, 
and the English Railway from that port to Damas- 
cus would naturally constitute ite frst section, 
The first line to the Persian Guif will, however, 
in all he constructed with German 
capital Strategical considerations are ever — 
permost in the mind of the rurkish authorities, 
to whom it is an axiom that every railway must 
lead to Constantinople. It there fore seemeé prob- 
a@ble that the eventual! main trunk line to Bag- 
dad will be an extension of the railway from the 

Rosphorus to Konteh, which is now in German 
hands. This line was built as far as Ismidt by an 
English company, from which it was taken by 
the Turkish Government and handed ever to the 
representatives of the Deutsche Bank, which has 
undertaken to prolong its Angora branch to Kal- 
garieh and Diarbekir, and eventually to Bartiad. 

For some years past the progress of British 
railway enterprise in Asia Minor and Syria hae 
been arrested. British capital has been unwilling 
to come forward. while German financiers have 
been redoubling their efforts to open up the rich 
corn-growing plateaus of Anatolia. The only 
important undertaking now remaining in British 
hands ts the Smyrna-Aldin-Diner Railway, which 
runs almost parallel to the French line from 
Bmyrna to Ushak. The Eng!ish company did its 
utmost to obtain the extension of its line to 
Konleh. but the Turkish Government preferred to 
allow the German company to extend its line via 
Afion-Kerahissar to that town, although the En- 
glish company was ready to dispénse with the 
heavy “kilometric guarantee’ demanded by its 
rival. Up to the present the English company 
has not been allowed to prolong its line from 
Dine: 60 as to effect a junction with the German 
Ra'‘iway, and the strenuous efforts of British di-

These few particulars are sufficient to indicate 
the advance of German enterprise and influence in 
Asiatic Turkey. In European Turkey the two 
principal railway lines (Constantinople-Mustafa 
Pasha and Salonika-Mitrovitza-Vranva) are in 
German hands. Notwithetanding the deciarations 
of the German semi-official press with regard to 
the commercial aspects of the Emperor's journey, 
there can be little doubt that German interests 
in the near East will receive a mighty impulse 
from the presence of the Kaiser at Conetantino- 
ple and Jerusalem. It is daily becoming more 
evident that, with the development of railwu “¥ 
connection, the great overland highways to the 
East will gradually supplant the maritime routes 
and the ancient land of Nineveh and Babylon, of 
Tyre and Palmyra, which forms ths meeting point 
of Kast and West. the link between three con- 
nents, will regain much of its ancient import- 
ance, It is in accordance with the far-sceing 
character of German policy to have recorn zed 
this truth.

HE returns of the census for France which 
was taken in March, 1897, have now been

before. A year ago thre number of people in France 
Was 2o5.225,969, and at the 1891 census it was 
095,150, so that Im the six years the population of 
France had only increased by 133.819 persons. And 
even this trifling increase is more apparent than 
real for it has taken place entirely in the large 
towns, and is due to the influx of foreigners, such 
as Leigians and Italians, who are to be found in 
increasing numbers among the urban populations 
of France. In only 24 departments is there any 
increase; in 63 departments there is a positive 
failing off, and this is more especiaily marked in 
the rural communes.

WHAT THE LANGUAGE 
OWES TO JACK TAR. 


N THE vast amount of narrative which haa 
of late been read regarding ships and the 
sea few persons have stopped to think to 


what an extent the English language has been 
enriched by sea terms. 


For instance, {in response to the every day 
query, “How are you?” many willl answer, 
*First-rate, thanks.” The latter speaker has no 
idea that he is perpetuating the remembrance 
of the old-line-of-battleship First Rate. The 
navy in past days had six “rates’’ or classes of 
vessels. 

Sea proverbs are also met tn dally use. For 
exumple, “The devil to pay f&nd no pitch hot.” 
One never thinks why “devil” or “pay” should 
be mentioned. The saying originates in the mys- 
tery of calking the seains of a ship's deck. The 
outside ¢eam, called by sailors the waterway seam, 
obtained among calkers the term of the “devil’ 
through the difficulty of calking tt; to “pay” is 
to run hot pitch along the calked seams. We 
say of a man who is going wrong, “He ts on 
the wrong tack,’’ sometimes in error using the 
word track. A vessel on the wrong tack may 
drive ashore, or, 'f in a hurricane, be engulfed 
in the heart of a storm. 


Suppose some one “spins you a yarn."’ He may 
tell you of the unlucky fellow who is “among the 
breakers; of the villain “sailing under false 
colors;"’ the heroine showing “signals of distrees;** 
the hero striving bravely “against wind and 

yet true to his love as the ‘needle to the 


tide.’”’ 
pole;”’ presently the two are “‘wafted” by @ “‘fav- 
oring gale’’ safely “into port."’ In politics the 
“ship of state’’ blunders on with Lord Tom Nod- 
dy “at the helm: occasionally some high of- 
ficial is “thrown overboard" by his party. 
Colloquially, we growl at an interference for 
“shoving in his oar;"’ we speak of two scoundrels 
as “tarred with the same brush; we adviee our 
friend to “go with the current,” and we speak 
of him to others as all fair and “above board.” 
Jack {ts a bit “rakish,” and sometimes “half 
Beis Over,” if he does not reform he will find 
himself “high and dry,” and “laid up” for gvod. 


Such terms as in “good trim.” a “snug berth,” 
to “carry on,” at “close quarters,” to “fit out.” 
and so on are familiar to all. Here are the deriv- 
ations of three of the last mentioned: “Rakish.” 
In the old war days, privateers, pirates and such 
gentry depended upon the speed of thelr vessels;; 
these had their masts “raking.” or slanting; such 
® vessel was said to be “rakish’’—thet is, @ 
fast and doubtful customer. “To carry on™ ts te 
keep sail set longer than a very prudent man 
weuld do; recklessness, ‘Close quarters.” The 
modern meaning is well understood; the deri vation 
le curious. “Close quarters” were strong wooden 
barriers stretched across the deck, and used for 
shelter and retreat when the ship was boarded. 

The old slave ships were thus fitted, in case of 
the slaves getting loose. In the old aaval wars 
the term meant two ships tn action, with their 
Sites touching as was often the case.

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HOW TO SLEEP.

OOD refreshing sieep can only be secured 
(3 by obeying the laws nature has laid down 
for giving us perfect rest. Many eminent 
medical authorities differ on how to court the 
somnoéent gud, but the most agrée on the way to 
sleep, and that is on the right side. 

This is demanded by our very organism. The 
largest organ of the body, the liver, is on the 
right side. Physisians direct mothers and nurses 
to lay the infant on that side, because of the liver. 
It gives this big organ ample room to work, with- 
out Infringing upon the space allotted to other or- 
gans or crowding. 

The latter is bound to result from resting on the 
left side. It, in a way, flaps over and our inner 
mechanism does not work smoothly and freely. 
Again, such a position crowds “the heart, some- 
times forcing it against the chest wall, where its 
impulses can not be strong. The consequence is 
@ condition which can not be otherwise than 
harmful. | 

The blood supply is not as ful) as is required, 
the brain docs not get the nourishment it needs; 
we are fretful, nervous, wakeful. Another ar- 
gument in favor of the right side might be that 
the outlet of the stomach is on that side, and if it 
contains anything when its owner retires, com- 
plete digestion is easter. 

Many sleep on their backs. The danger in this 
ie two-fold. You are liable to keep your bedfel- 
luw awake by snoring, or your jaw will drop and 
you will breathe through your mouth, which Is 
very unhealthy. Therefore, to get the best rest, 
cultivate sleeping on your right side.

ural Death,’ says the London Times. He re- 
marked that {it was not the dangers of railway 
traveling, nor the few murders that occurred, 
which brought down the average longevity of hu- 
man life from 100 years to 5&0 years. They must 
geek for more subtle murderers than that. Every 
year 900,000 bables were born in England and 
Wales. If they took 1,000,000 children, and saw 
what was likely to be the ena of them they would 
find that 380,000 died a violent death by accident, 
about the same number would succumb to the 
mysterious diseases which they knew now to be 
preventable, because due to germs 
its many forms); about 120,000 
absolutely preventable causes 
measies and scariet fever, 
only 45,000 would be allowed to Hve out their 
natural lives, ana nearly one in twenty might 
expect to die because the machine was worn

One-quarter of all the diseases which destroyed 


life were absolutely preventable. If the practice of 
hygiene were only on a level with its theory the 
average longevity would be raised at once from 
fifty to sixty-five. The greater number of dis- 
eases over whieh the individual had tntrol were 
due to mistakes in eating and drinking. He di- 
vided diseases into three classes, and said they 
would never succeed in preventing them until 
they had the co-operation of the public. Every 
citizen should have the same exact knowledge 
ef the causes and properties of preventable dis- 
eases that the medical officer himself had. The 
infectious nature of consumption was hardly 
realized twenty years ago. About one-third of 
the cows in the country were tuberculous, and 
half the milk distributed the bacillus of tuber- 
culosis. They could boll the milk, and he was 
no more afraid of bolled bacillus than he was of 
2 woll cooked lion. The only natura) form of 
death was the gentle falling asleep when the 
body was tired. 


NTS ON “HEALTH “AND HYGIEN 
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ee WOMAN’S HEALTH. 
By Dr. Young H. Bond. 
ANY of the diseases peculiar to women 
are a heritage from unhealthy parents. 
Many are consequent upon the disregard 
of the laws of physiology, expressed in the ex- 
ceasive refinement of living of the present age, 
under the head of advanced civiization. Still 
Others are consequent upon a violation of the 
laws of morality. 


By far the greatest etiological factor in this 
connection is to be found in ignorance on the 
part of the ma&dica! profession, and the commu- 
nity, as well, of the relation existing between 
certain forms of bacteria and conditions incident 
to processes of reproduction. 


The causes that produce the cpecial diseases 
of women are s0 numerous and their proper un- 
derstanding involves so much of learning and re- 
search, that it is impossible to lay down fixed 
rules of conduct as a cond'tion to health in this 
connection. Wide and broad intelligence its the 
most essential requirement in leading to that 
mode of life that will conduce most to immunity 
from the diseases peculiar to women. 

l) Professer of Otology, or diseases of the 

ear, at a Chicago post-graduate medical 
@echool, is much interested in an effort to secure 
a better enforcement of the ordinances relating 
to nolse nuisances Concerning the disease effects 
of the multitudinous noises of a city he writes: 

“A great city. with its ringing and clanging 
bells, ite shrieking whistles, the rumble of street- 
cars and vehicles and the discordancy of voices, 
keep the nervous system of so many people ‘on 
edge’ that much misery results. The effect of a 
sudden flood of noise upon the sensitive organs 
of the ear is much the same in the injury it 
works as the sudden flash of bright light upon 
the eye. 

“The tnnumerable and scarcely ceasing nolses 
of a city are trying enough upon the most stolid 
citizen, and to the nervous and Irritable person 
they are injurious in a distressing way. They 
are more than the delicate organism of the ear 
can bear, and the result {s a break-down, which 
we know as ‘spina: Irritation’ and ‘nervous prvos- 
tration.’ When one is troubled with unpleasant 
sensations in the ear, produced by noises and 
tones, it ts said that he has hyperaesthesia, or 
an oversensitive condition of the organ of hear- 
sleep or rest even in the presence of even mod- 
erate nolses. 

“Certain physical conditions predispose to hy- 
peraeethesia acoustica. One who Is anaemic, hys- 
terical, easily excited or convalescing from a se- 
vere illness is more or less thus affected. It is a 
ing. Pereons thus afflicted are often unable to 
well-known fact that persons suffering from 
brain fever are very sensitive to sounds. 


“The most common cause of hyperaesthesia 
acoustica is disease of the middle or internal ear. 
In inflammation affecting the labyrinth or audli- 
tory nerve endings eharp and penetrating notses 
are especially injurious, In nearly all diseases of 
the ear there is defective hearing. Often the 
persons most deaf are worst afflicted by noises. 
The eensitiveness seems to bear no relation to 
the degree of deafness.

Bolagnini, and whence Is called by his 

name—‘Bolagnini’s symptom’’—is thus de- 
scribed by the author in the Gazzetta devli Os- 
pedali: The patient is made to lie on his back, 
with the legs flexed upon the abdomen, and the 
arms upon the thorax. With the three median 
fingers pressure is made on the skin, gentle at 
first, but gradually growing stronger, on each 
side of the median line, the fingers being moved, 
in the meantime, slowly to and fro. If measles 
be present, the examiner will experience a eensa- 
tion as of rubbing two roughened surfaces to- 
gether, the asperities being due to the as yet 
concealed exanthemata of the peritoneum. This 
symptom is one of the earliest prodromic signs 
of rubeola. The author has been able in this 
manner to detect with certainty the presence of 
latent measles in 316 children. The author states 
that he trusts, however, not alone to the sensation 
of roughness (as of passing the finger tips over 
emall shot, covered with a thick cloth (but to a 
certain sound produced by rubbing the surfaces of 
the peritoneum together, a pecullar crackling, due 
to a catarrhal inflammation of the smaller intes- 
tines, which ts trarsformed into a gurgling sound, 
the cause of which Is the admixture, with the con- 
tente of the bowel, of a large amount of intestina} 
gases and alr. 
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REGULARITY IN EATING. 
By Dr. T. A. Martin. 

RREGULARITY in eating ts a remorseless 

[ enemy of health, and, If persisted in for any 

length of time, will wreck the constitution of 
the strongest man. It ie an outrage against Na- 
ture, who alwaye administers extreme punish- 
ment to those who violate her laws. 

One’e meals may consist only of bread and 
water, but I would advise one to eat them at the 
Same hour every day. A repast so fruga) as this, 
if taken regularly, ts indescribably better than 
luxurious and plenteous food, eaten at one hour 
to-day and at another to-morrow. 

The stomach ig a delicate organ and must not 
be trified with and disturbed In the performance 
of its functions. It always revenges itself when 
it is abused. It forms habits easily. It adjusts 
itself to circumstances with remarkable facility. 
It may be trained to require food two times, or 
three times, a day. But, tif it receives food one 
day at certain hours, it will demand to be fed 
the next day at the sesame hours. If this de- 
mand is not complied with, the whole working 
system of the stomach Is disordered and the proc- 
ess of distributing food through the system is 
impaired. A clock can only run a Iimited time 
before it will run down. It must be wound up 
at certain hours or its spring will loose Its mo- 
tive force. Soit ia with the stomach. It must be 
wound up regulatly or tt will certatnly run down 
and lose the power which [tt was made to exercise. 

Of course, one offense will not produce disas- 
trous results. It ts only the habit of being ir- 
regular, if I may use the expression, in supply- 
ing the stomach with food that should be feared. 
Although the «etomach te not Injured by one of- 
fense, yet many, following each other day after 
day, weakens it until It Is unable to perform its 
work. It is the seat of strength, and, as it weak- 
ens, its possessor must weaken unt!l he becomes 
aprey of diseases of a febrile character. It is 
tmposs!ble for a man to be healthy and strong 
if his stomach Is diseased. 


THE SENSE OF TOUCH. 
By Dr. Burt L. Scott. 


HE commonest facts of our lives are 

T strangely enough most frequently less un- 

derstood, less explainable than those which 

we are accustomed to think of as curious, com- 
plex, or recondite. 

The most sensitive thing in consclousness is 
sensation. Every one feels, and every one can 
recognize any distinct feeling or sensation, but 
yet, accurately speaking, !t cannot be defined; 
ijt is hard to describe; and not one person in a 
thousand can tell you Its process. 

When I touch a book, for instance, I know 
perfectly well that I have come in contact with 
it. Now, the way that we know this ts through 
sensation; and the process of this sensation ls 
threefold. 

First, the sense organ which is endowed with 
the property of reacting to appropriate stimuli, 
is excited by some physical action by the ex- 
ternal world. Thus the nerves in the palate 
react to the stimulus of bitterness or sweetness. 

Secondly, this causes qa molecular disturbance 
in the substance of the nerves, which is propo- 
gated along the different nerves to the brain. 

There, thirdly, a new phenomenon, the con- 
scious sensation, is evoked. In other words, we 
become aware that our body !s touching some- 
thing, or is being acted on in some way. 

We will not go into the part of explaining the 
nature of this awakening in the brain, because 
tbat would drag us into the depths of psychology. 

A doctor usually ts comcerned only with the 
material aspects of life; and the nature and ac- 
tions of the consciousness, that Is the soul, are 
beyond his province and is left to the meta- 
physician. 

But the analysis of the second stage would be 
interesting, because it explains something which 
we hear about evéry day, but which few well 
comprehend—I mean the nervous system. 

This system is the bodily machinery of the men- 
tal states. 

It ts composed of two parts—the central mass 
end the ramifying branches. The centra]) mass 
ia the cerebro-spina] axis or the brain, and the 
spinal cord passing from it down through the 
backbone—and made up of white fibrous matter 
around a core of gray, cellular substance. 

The brain is a convoluted pulp consisting of 
little cells and vesicles. From the spinal cord 
or backbone, between every two vertebra there 
issue two pairs of nerves. The nerves tn front of 
the column are called the anterior or motor 
nerves, as they are the mode of muscular move- 
ment or of impulses going outwards. The nerves 
im the back are the sensory or afferent nerves, 
because over them are conveyed the muscular 
movements which I have explained, giving rise 
to sensation. 

How these nerves are epecialized and the details 
of their mechaniem would be too abstruse and 
uninteresting for popular reading. 


HOT WATER AS A REGULATOR.

OST of the minor troubles of life are in 
the aggregate the most annoying, for the 
reason that by their very insignificance, 

taken eingly, we pay no attention to them and 
mever try to remedy them. Such things are in- 
digestion, unregulated bowels, slight headaches, 
and, arising from these, nervousness and seme- 
times insomnia. 

A great many people do not care to see 
a dector for such complaints, and there 
is also a certain dislike to dosing oneself with 
patent preparations, which often have too vio- 
lent an effect. 


For these classes I would stggest a simple 
and efficacious home remedy, which one can take 
without any trouble or expense, and yet be sure 
that it will have no bad effect. 

This panacea ts the old-fashioned remedy of 
drinking a goblet of very hot water every morn- 
ing. This has a regulative effect. It clears the 
head; it tones up the stomach, and, if taken 
regularly, has a tonic action. Moreover, it is 
agreeable.

Water in a red glass will cure epilepsy, insom- 
nia nervous diseases, the plague, fevers and 
ague and half a score of the other diseases which 
mortal flesh ia heir to.

STRICTURED Prt CURE. | 


A Delicate Surgical Operation Succes 
fully Performed by an Omaha 
Physician. 


UNIQUE surgical operation of a most dell- 
cate character was successfully performed 
at St. Joseph's Hospital, Omaha, Neb. last 

week. John Gettch of Norfolk, who lived for 18 
months on food imserted into the stomach by 
means of a rubber tube. wae placed upon the 
Operating table and had the artificial orifice in 
his stomach closed and completely mended after 
the greater portion of his internal economy haé 
been turned, twisted, kneaded and all but re- 
moved by Dr. Galbraith. The operation was 
witnessed by several members of the hospital 
staff and a’ few iny speciators. 


The troubles of John Gettch began about two 
years ago. «hen he swallowed a quantity of 
concentrated lye The agony over, Gettch found 
that a stricture of the throat had resulted. More 
particularly it wes the eesophagus or natural tube 
leading imto the stomach proper which was the 
most seriously injured. The swelling continued 
until this orga> wae absolutely useless ané@ 
Gettch could swallow nothing. 

For Il days he went without food and finally 
begged to be killed. But his family and friends 
concelved a much better idea and the unfortunate 
man was placed, aboard a train and brought te 
Omaha. At St. Joseph's Hospital be was given 
In charge of Dr Galbraith, who performed an 
operation known by the ecientific term of “gas- 
trostomy."" This term is derived from two Greek 
words and is applied to the operation of making 
& permanent hele in the stomach for the Intro- 
duction of food. 

The abdominal walls and the walls of the 
stomech were si.ced and a rubber tube was in- 
serted. This operation was performed a year and 
@ half ago. Get’ch proved an admirable patient. 
His constitution was an excellent one and he 
soon grew strong on a diet of milk and whisky, 
For 18 months he was satisfied to take his food 
through the tube He became fat, cheerful and 
optimistic. But at length he grew hungry for «@ 
bite to eat. In order to satisfy his appetite he 
first masticated the prescribed foods between his 
teeth and then fed himself through the tube. 
But even this process palled. New hopes were 
held out to him of complete recovery. Another 
operation was suggested and with his usual nerve 
he consented to again submit to the knife of the 
surgeon. P 

Six weeks ago he arrived at the hospital and 
Dr. Garbraith began to prepare him for the 
operation. It was necessary firat of all to cure 
the stricture. After a week or so of careful diet- 
ing the stricture was treated through the orifice 
in the stomach 

The physician finally succeeded in drawing a 
elid thread through the aesophagus and throat, 
and then he employed this thread as a saw, cut- 
ting into the stricture until it was possible to In- 
sert a tenuous dilator. From time to time di- 
lators of larger size were inserted until] the glot- 
tis and aesophagus had been widened to almost 
normal condition. When all this been ac- 
complished it only remained to perfo the final 
eperation. 

Gettch was first placed under the tnfluence of | 
a powerful ar.aesthetic. Then the lay epectators 
saw the eminent surgeon cut, stitch and handle 
the Intestines of the patient in a very mystifying | 
manner. The inner or stomach wall, which at | 
the former operation had been opened and fase 
tened against the abdominal wall, was cut away, . 
The intestines were then readjusted, and the walls | 
of the aperture in the stomachic wall were stitched ' 
together. After that the cut Im the outer or ab- 
domina! wall was sewed up and John Gettch wag 
once more very nearly the normal man. 

Hiis condition ts now satisfactory. He 414 | 
not seem to have been greatly affected by the 
wonderful operation. His nerves were calm, and 
he did not appear to be suffering much iInconvene- 
1ence. Dr. Galbraith is exceedingly gratified at 
the results attained, and believes that Gettch will 
soon be as weil and sound as he was two years 
ago.

Because they do not reflect on 
the completeness of God's gifts, or the fit- 
ness of the body given them by their par- 
ents, they one and all regard foot-binding 
as essential. Though men should oppose 
with all their might, the women would give 
no heed. Further. women adorn themselves 
to excite admiration. If that which is below 
the pett.coat’s hem be too large, not only 
does it excite the world's ridicule, but thelr 
husband's disgust as well, and on the day 
that they go to his home he is angry that 
their feet were not bound up earlier. 

Because of these three difficulties the 
scholars and officials dare not lightly 
criticise or alter. But tn the kingdome of 
the Great West, among both officials and 
merchants, huaband and wife walk togeth- 
er. The grace of movement of these la- 
dies we truly admire. Why, then. should 
we hesitate in planning to put away this 
evil custom and achieve a noble service?

Man in Coforado Thinks He Can 
ldenify the Woman Whom 
Hundreds Have Tried 
to Identify 


THINKS SHE CAME FROM SEDALIA. 


LA VETA, Colo., Nov. 2, 189%. 

To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

READ with much interest tn the Post- 

Dispatch of the tragedy in Clarsz 

County. Missour!, known as the White 

Rridge murder mystery, and I think I can 
tel) eomething that may possibiy throw 
light upon the crime. 

The picture of the murdered woman 
printed in the Post-Dispatch Nov. 6 Is 
a perfect Iikeness of a woman I met, and 
by whom I was made a confidant, under 
the following circumstances: 

In 1893 I wae running a war panorama 
in North Misrsour! In May ef that year 
IT camped nearly a week near the Hunts 
ville (Mo.) depot, one and ome-half miles 
south of town. The second day I was 
there a horse trader camped near me. 
He had with him a handsome woman who 
was, I am sure, the woman whose picture 
has been printed as that ef the woman 
murdered at White Bridra 

I walked over to their camp in the 
evening. thinking to be neighborly, but 
the man enubbed me. and I passed on for 
a bucket of water. Next morning I got up 
late. The trader had taken three ponies 
and gone uptown, leaving the woman fo 
keep camp and watch the stock. She kent 
looking over at me while I was building 
a fire. Presently she spoke and said 
‘T believe I have the best fre. You had 
better come over and cook your breakfast 
on my fire. I nted and went over. She 
greeted me cheerfully and apologized for 
the man’s rudeness the evening previous, 
saying he wae jealous of her. When I was 
ready to return she asked me tf I would 
show her the panorama. I assented, and 
as 600n as 1 had breakfast she came over 
and expressed admiration at my outfit. 

She said the man she was with was & 
tough and a drunkard; that he abused her 
at times and was so jealous he made life 
miserable for her. She sald she loathed him 
and intended running away from him the 
first time she had a chance. 

She eald she had been raised at Sedalia 
Mo., that her#nother and sister lived there, 
and she had Fun away with the trader six 
months before. She was 16 vears old. She 
begged me to steal her and take her some 
place where the trader could not find her, 
I told her the trader logked like a bad man 
to have on our tra‘l, and she agreed that 
he was. At the end of the third day, though, 
she had won me over to an agreement to 
steal her. T! had told’ her they 
were going to Moberly and camp near the 
railroad pond. I was to follow and skip 
from there with the woman. but when the 
time came I concluded it was bad business 
and laid low until they should get out of 
town. 

1 am sure she ts the victim of the well 
‘ounty, Mo. She may 
capades after I saw 
that Remiling saw her 
at Memphis or some other town near his 
home, her her cowboy 
started for lilinois via Whit 
going to Galesturg, perhaps, they return 
to Whitebridge C: liere the cowboy 
overhauled them the night t! Mr. 
Baird saw them. RKemli: 1, but the 
mwoman was obdurate, for 
would die before e would 
epend her with the cowboy After 
coaxing and threatening, perhaps, the 
woman in her desperation sald or did some 
thing which angered the trader, and he 
killed her. 

Whether Remiing killed her or not I am 
sure she is the Sedalia girl I met at Hunts- 
ville four years previous to her death. She 
was about five feet four inches 
high, weighed 116 or 120 pounds, had short 
curly auburn halir, wae agile and 
graceful, had blue or bluish gray eves 
which were expreesive and looked one 
aquare in the face when she wag tafking I 
judge she was taller or slimmer than Mra 
Sumpter or Mrs. Gaines. She seemed inte}- 
Iigent. She assured me she was no touzh, 
and she berged me to stand by her and 
help her escape from the “brutal cow- 
boy.” as she stvied him. 

The man she was with was a _ typica! 
horse trader. He was about 4 vears o!4 
then, 6 feet 10 Inches hich welghed 165 or 
170 pounds. had dark hair and eyes, wore 
@ mustache and waa heavily tanned. He 
was broad-shouldered and undeveloped in 
the legs and hips, showing long life in the 
saddie. He always rode his pony into 
camp on the lope and went out the same 
Way. 

I am sure there are people in Sedalia 
who could identify the murdered woman 
from the picture, for it Is to me strikingly 
like the face of the girl I saw with the 
cowboy. af 

Remiling, by denying all conne 
the murder, will probably be hanged, 
this thing ta cleared up. I can see no mo 
tive for his murdering he® but I can 
the strongest kind for the cowboy for do- 
ing so. I have written Sheriff Drew. but 
he seems determined to make Remling 
@lone responsible, so I address the Post- 
Dispatch, for I do not think Rem'ing's 
course a wise one. I want the truth, re- 
Gardices of consequences to him or others.

“TI never forgot it, and I alwaya wanted 
to go to school and be something more 
than a slave. I ran away twice to go to 
school in the North, but they caught me 
both times, and took me back. The first 
time I ran away from the Kendall family 
in Stafford County, Old Virginia. I was 2) 
years old..I got to Philadelphia and then 
to New York, and was there a year. Then 
I tried to get back to Virginia and help 
my young wife to escape. They caught me 
and sold me to Hope Slater, who had at 
New Orleans the biggest slave market in 
the South. He took me to New Or:canée 
and exhibited me on the block every day 
for a month before he sold me. I was 
bought by a railroad contractor, and he 
put me in charge of a gang of 30 slaves. 
I got a chance and ran away. I was com- 
ing North to go to school, but they caught 
me, and I went back on the block in the 
New Orleans market. I was there another 
30 days, and was bought by Wallace King 
who took me to his plantation on the 
Louistana shore of the Mississippi, eight 
miles below Providence lake. He paid $80 
for me. I was there when the war Broke 
out, and when the Union gunboats came 
down from the siege of Vicksburg. They 
foraged on the plantation, and the house 
and farm were plundered. 

“There was just one thing In that old 
plantation I wanted, and that was my mis- 
tress’ Bible, and before the boat that was 
to take us away as freed men left the plan- 
tation landing, I ran back to the house and 
found that Bible In the wreckage. I took it 
with me and I have it now. I got up the 
river right after the fall of Vicksburg, and 
I have lived here ever since. My wife, whom 
Mrs. King bought, that she might be with 
me, came with me and is with me now. I 
was a carpenter and blacksmith on the 
plantation where I was held as a slave, 
and I worked at my trade In St. Louls and 
saved enough to live on 'n my old age. My 
wife and I have our names with the others 
on this list, but we do not ask pensions for 
ourselves. We have a little property, and 
do not need help. But these other people 
need it, and I want every ex-slave in St. 
Louls to sign this petit.on and contribute 
something to the fund necessary to carry 
our plans through. There are other men 
working on this thing through the country, 
and a convention will be called at Madison 
Ark., this winter, to organ.ze the ex-Slaves

Other letters refer 
to strikes in the theaters and the perni- 
cious influence of Nick Bottom, the weaver, 
while the climax of trouble Is reached in 
the epistles portraying the jJeaiousy of his 
wife over Shakspeare’s fancled fondness 
for other feminine charmers, surely a com- 
bination of ills more than sufficient to give 
any poet insomnia. The letters are written 
in the style of the time, the phraseology 
of the Elizabethan period, and so aptly has 
Mr. Head caught the spirit of the Shaks- 
peare years that they were generally ac- 
cepted as genuine letters hitherto undiscov- 
ered in the masse of papers donated to the 
British Museum by the descendants of 
Shakspeare's friend, the Earl of South- 
ampton. 

The public printing of the little book 
greatly increased the hilarity of the author 
and the author's friends. Newspapere and 
magazines devoted their pages to what was 
styled ‘“‘the greatest Hterary find of the 
century.” People throughout the country 
hailed the work with exultation as adding 
to the scanty knowledge in ex-_stence of the 
private life of the great dramatist, a 
dearth of material which the jocular au- 
thor of the littl volume knew full well 
would make any fabricated tradition prob- 
able. Letters came pouring in to Mr. Head 
form prominent journals, lawyers and lIit- 
terateurs asking for further knowledge of 
the Important papers and congratulating 
Mr. Head on bis unique find. One letter 
from a prominent lawyer of Indianapolis se- 
riously considered the probability of the 
d scovered papers being “a clever forgery. 
If they are genuine, however, they furnish 
the only. evidence I have ever seen that 
Shakespeare really wrote the plays.” 

The letters themselves, read to-day, ere 
most entertaining. At the time the book 
was written the country was afflicted with 
strikes, a situation which Mr. Head used to 
advantage in his laughable epistie ad- 
dresesed to Shakespeare by the manager of 
a theater. The distressed official dilates at 
length on the troubles of his position and 
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the 
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pernicious influence of the Nick Bottom 
memory, who in *Mid- 
summmer Night’s Dream" wished to im- 
personate not only Pyramus and Thisbe, 
but the Wall and the Roaring Lion. “He 
will not go hence,.”’ he ‘nor will 
he perform. He has persuaded other worth- 
less fellows to join him and they threaten 
that unless they may receive an additional] 
4 shillings per week and a groat each night 
for sack no plays will be performed nor wil] 
they alllow others to be hired in their stead. 
They do further demand that you write 
shorter plays; that you shall write no 
tragedies requiring them to labor more than 
three hours in the rendition; that you shall 
cut out as much as twelve pages each in 
‘Richard III.’ and ‘Othello’ and fifteen 
pages from ‘Hamlet.’ ”’ 

Other entertaining letters in the amusing 
volume tell the story of the money 4_ffi- 
culties of Mordecai Shylock. Walter Raleigh 
favors the poet with an effusion or two. 
There is a notice of a suit brought against 
Shakespeare by Mistress Anne lage 
through her attorneys, Coke and Dogberry, 
for not fulfiiling @ contract of marriage. 
There is a blow almed at [Ignatius Donnel- 
ly in two letters forwarded from Francis 
Bacon, requesting the poet not to print in 
a forthcoming edition of his “Sugared Son- 
nets’’ twe already in the hands of Queen 
Elizabeth which Bacon had offered her Via- 
jesty as effusions of his own genius. The 
familiar names in the letters were accepted 
by some of the duped newspapers as evi- 
dence of their genulneness, and they assert- 
ed that it was to punish their writers for 
the dramatist’s sleepless nights that they 
were immortalized as the caricatured people 
of the plays. 

Several years after the laughter caused 
by “Shakespeare's Insomnia’ had dwindled 
in a quiet smile of recollection Mr. Head 
planned a second literary surprise for. his 
eager circle of readers. Jeckyll Island Is a 
little fairy spot in the Atlantic Ocean not 
far from the coast of Georgia. It is owned 
by a prosperous olub formed of wealthy 
Boston, Chicago and New York gentiemen 
When Mr. Head first visited the club he

tance. She was thenceforth allowed toe 
take Agnes her dinner every day and 6 
mark or two every week for little extras. 
After some time Agnes confided te her 
young friend Cecilia that the Virgin Mary 
often appeared to her, and that she waa 
in correspondence with. her, and also with 
Crescence, Cecilia's sister, who had die@ 
@ year previously, and who had been thelr 
schoolfellow. Agnes whispered the secret 
that Crescence was not in heaven, but Is 
purgatory. 

These mvstic communications affected Ce-

By the time Cecilia came again the 
virgin had consented, but Cecilia's parents 
must meke a sacrifice and pay 30 marks, 
They did this willingly, and from that time 
forward during three years the “mes®ages 
from heaven” never ceased. The virgin her- 
self proposed that Crescence should be de- 
livered from purgatory. Three hundred 
marks were all that was needed. Farmer 
Kottrich paid the sum. 

A little later the news came from heaven 
that Crescence had married an angel—she 
wished to have her dowry sent and 1000 
marks for furnishing her new home, Then 
after a time came the news that Crescence, 
who was very happy, had given birth to a 
child. Would they send money for the wants 
of the baby? By this time Cecilia had no 
more attacks, and Farmer Kottrich and 
his wife firmly believed it was “all right.” 
Their youngest daughter, 4year-old Jo- 
sepha. now also declared she could see the 
Virgin Mary on fine days when she was in 
the woods by herself. Agnes or her mother 
made more preposterous demands every day 
—the Kottrichs had to borrow loans and 
pay high Interest for them. One day the 
Virgin Mary herself asked for the loan of 
2500 marks, promising to pay good Interesg, . 
to decorate the heavenly rooms and erect 
new altars. 

At the trial the Kottrichs produced & let- 
ters which Agnes had transmitted from 
heaven, and these were not all, some being 
lost. The letters which canie from Tt 
Virgin Mary direct were written tn Latin 
letters, those from Sister Crescence in Ger- 
man letters; every sheet of letter paper 
had the picture of a saint upon it. Those 
from the Virgin Mary had a gilt edge. Im- 
agine the sensation in court when the pub- 
lic prosecutor read a receipt “from the 
mother of Christ’’ for 150 marks; @ fré- 
quest for a higher amount signed: “In 
heavenly glory, Joseph and Mary.” A 
letter expressing thanks for money re- 
ceived for excellent potatoes; another an- 
nouncing the receipt of 200 marks, signed 
“Daughter, son-in-law and little baby,” 
with the remark added that when the 
money afrived “all the angels in heaven 
blew their trumpets.*"’ 

One letter expressed thanks for very 
good cheese cakes, and yet another for 
money and bed linen. In one of the latest 
letters the Virgin Mary sald that she 
would goon take away the old grandmoth- 
er. who still had property of her own, 
When Agnes asked for 30 marks for those 
in heaven, and Cecilia doubted whether her 
parents had any more money to give, Ag- 
nes’ mother, Rosine Wohlfahrt, who was 
the principal accused In thia trial, said: “It 
is not so difficult to get money. They need 
only gtve the old grandmother wine and 
put something in it.” After this Parmer 
Kortrich’s wife offered five pounds of wax 
candles as a sacrifice in church for the 
speedy death of the grandmother. The 
sums of 1000, 10 and 200 marks were given 
into the hands of Agnes by the farmer 
and his wife, and numberless smalier sume 
by Cecilia and her brothers or little sister. 

Perhapa the most remarkable fact of all 
is that “Our Lady’’ and “Sister Crescence”’ 
sent their dear ones some things from 
heaven, from “‘the heavenly hall” a sofa, 
a large milk loaf, pieces of clothing, & alle 
ver watch and @ gold ring, but this_laat 
had to be returned after a short time 
Frau Kottrich herself baked @ fing tart 
for the Virgin Mary. When Agnes died 
in 1896 relations with the Kottrichs ceased, 
and when the affair was taiked about 
throughout the district the farmer whe 
groaned under the load of debts he had in- 
curred, declared he would have the sici 
girl’a mother and stepfather punished for 
having cheated him so iong. 

The mother denied all knowledge of the 
affair, but she was found guilty end was 
sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. Her 
husband, who Is too stupid to have helped 
in the deceit, was sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment for receiving stolen goods.

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John D. Crimmins Proves That the Fashionable Residence Section 
of New York Will Be in Upper Harlem—He Discusses the 
Enormous Growth of City Values and Predicts an In- 
crease of 100 Per Cent. Within Five Years. 


ern day old enough to have watched the growth of 

the city during the last half century can form even 
a moderate estimate of the enormous Increase in the 
value of real property. To obtain ever an approxi- 
mate idea it is only necessary to note the graduai pro- 
gression uptown through the years of the crowd of 
butterflies whom we, of the greater humanity, Know 
in these days under the generic name of the Four 
Hundred. 

From Bowling Green to Bond street, to Fourteenth 
street, Washington Square; to lower Fifth avenue; to 
Twenty-third street and upper Fifth avenue; to 
Riverside Drive and Central Park East, ‘‘society’’— 
God save the mark—has meandered, leaving behind 
a trail of increased rent-rolls. 

John D. Crimmins, than whom there are few bet- 
ter judges of real estate and residential values in 
this country, estimates that the present day wealthy 
old gentleman of seventy-five or eighty years own- 
ing his house uptown may very easily have lived 
rent and tax free during the greater part of his life, 
assuming that he began to buy property early 
enough. 

“IT will illustrate my meaning in this way.” says 
Mr. Crimmins. ‘Say that a man now eighty years 
old bought a house—a 25-foot house—in the neigh- 
borhood of Bowling Green say sixty years ago. 

jowling Green and the part of lower Broadway, 
now covered by the gigantic Standard Oj] and 
Washington Buildings—mark that—formed at that 
time the centre spot of New York's fashionable so- 
ciety, and what the private houses were like at that 
time may easily be seen by any one who will walk 
up the stairways or through the wide halls of those 
stately old bulldings on the south side of the Green,

“One of these houses in those days cost perhaps 
$30,000—surely not more. Values were lower in those 
times and fortunes were lower. It was a rare thing 
in those times to meet a man who was worth more 
than a million dollars. 

“How much a foot do you think some of that 
ground in Bowling Green would be worth in these 
days? The ground on any one of these old houses 
alone would be worth $150,000 or $200,000. What do 
you suppose the ground covered by the Standard 
Ol Buliting or the other great office buildings is 
worth in these days? Remember that this ground 
all formed part of the residential district in those 
times. 

“The society man, having bought his house, lived 
there perhaps ten years—perhaps fifteen years. But 
every succeeding year almost doubled the value of 
his holding, so that when at last the pressure of 
growing business and the growth of the elty forced 
the drones uptown beyond the Ctly Hall to Bond 
street and the districts east and west of Broadway— 
I mean Rutgers, Henry, Monroe, Madison streets, 
or Houston, Grand, Broome—he had realised enough 
on the increased values of his property te pay taxes 
for the entire ten years. 

“If he was wise he leased the property, because 
he could foresee the growth of the city end the vol- 
ume of business stretching north, south, east and 
west. It is thus that we discover the foundation of 
the great estates, the gigantic properties owned by 
the Goelets, jhe Belmonts, the Rhinelanders and 
others. I suppose tn those times the ordinary every~ 
day gentieman's residence could be built, Atted and 
furnished for $50,000. The rental of any one of these 


old houses in Bond street scarcely ever exceeded 
$1,500 a year. You'd pay as much for 4 big steam. 
heated flat in these days. Down in the Bond street 
district the Whitneys, the Stevenses, the Graces and 
a number of the old Knickerbocker families lived. 

“That ground—I allude to the ground covered by 
the ordinary business houses along Broadway, from 
Bowling Green up to Fourteenth street—is worth at 
least $200,000, the rental value being $80 per square 
foot. ; 

“With each succeeding decade business trod upon 
the heels of luxurious ease and drove it onward, 
and in the late fifties and early sixties we find our 
butterfly society seeking refuge in the district be- 
teen Fourteenth street and Union Square and Twen- 
ty-third street. They left twenty-one-year leases of 
their old property behind them. With the whirlwind 
growth of business, checked only during the few 
years of the war and afterward acquiring an adde‘ 
impetus by reason of the triumph of the Union, we 
find that property increasing in value just 10 per 
cent. with every five years, until each house is now 
worth in the market for business purposes $1.0” 
to $200,060. 

“Came the seventies, with Black Friday and a 
shght depreciation in values, and then the #teady 
rise and maintenance of prosperity for fifteen or 
twenty years. 

“You saw new society driven upward from the 
streets in their teens to the region beyond Twenty- 
third street, and thence to Central Park. But they 
owned the property they had left behind them, and 
just think of the ground value of that property on 
Broadway, with the Arnold Constable, the Lord & 
Taylor, the Brooks Brothers, besides the smalier 
houses with their hundred offices, and then wonder 
why the Goelets are so very wealthy. 

“And again along Sixth avenue, which in the days 
anterior to the Blevated Raliroad was covered with 
homesteads. take the enormous value in rentals 
of the great department stores—Macy's, 
Cooper's, O'Neill's. 

“My dear boy, the ground in cash of these places 
is worth $200,000 or $399,000 clear. Originally thirty or 
forty years ago you could have built a house on that 
ground for $30,0%. 

“In the early days of upper Fifth avenue twenty- 
two years ago it cost $70,000 or $90.00 to bulld a house, 
and that house in these days t# worth $175,000, or 
double ite value.
